The culprit has also con 
fessed that M. Stambouloff was not the only 
Bulgarian official whose life was sought by 
the conspirators, although headmits that the 
premier was the principal one to be killed. 
The would-be assassin would not admit, how- 
ever, that he and his feliow plotters were 
acting in the interest or under the influence 
of any Russian Agency, but of the falsity of 
this contention the Government is already in 
possession of abundant proof. 

rue assassination of M. Constantine Belt- 
cheff occurred on the 27th of last March, 
he was walking in the streets of Sofia 
in company with the Premier. It was be- 
yeved at the time that the murderers mis- 
took the Minister of Finance for M. Stam- 
nouloff, whom he greatly resembled in up- 
pearance. The assassins escaped, being pur- 
sued into Russian territory. A few days ago, 
ascabled atthe time, the following words 
were found inscribed upon the tomb ot M.

HOMELESS HEBREWS, 


ROUMANIA CORDONS HER FRONTIER AGAINST 
THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 

LONDOY, July 15.—A dispatch from Buchar- 

est stating that the Government of Roumania 
has found itself compelled to cordon the Rus- 
stan frontier to prevent the Jews expelled 
from Russia from literally overrunning the 
country is freely and variously commented 
upon by the London papers this morning, the 
uestion underlying the argument of each 
journal being, Where shall the expelled 
Jews find refuge?’’ Until there was danger 
that the effect of the Czar’s edict against the 
Jews would be to fill the already uncomfort- 
ably crowded portions of London with an ele- 
ment of which the metropolis is already sur- 
felted, the papers teemed with articles de- 
nouncing the inhumanity of the Czar’s course 
toward a peaceable and not offensive péople, 
while meetings of sympathy with the uanfor- 
tunates were held daily and nightly.

WILLIAMS HANGED. 


‘The Murderer of Albert Haynes Exe- 
cuted at Pine Bluff. 


HE BADE HIS FRIENDS GOOD-BY AND 
MET DEATH BRAVELY.

The Story of His Crime as It Came Out 
at the Trial and Recounted by the 
Criminal in a Confession to the Post- 
Dispatch” Correspondent—Incidents of 
the Execution. 


Pine Buiurr, Ark., July 15.—There was 
great excitement in thiscity this morning, 
the occasion being the anticipated execution 
of Robert Williams. From an early 
hour a large crowd gathered in the 
vicinity of the jail, and many hundred 
people were anxiously awaiting the result. 
Some expected that a reprieve would arrive, 
but the general impression was that the 
Governor would not interfere. The con- 
demned man was calm, and showed few signs 
of nervousness. 

It was not 
o’clock that the Sheriff entered 
the condemned man’s cell and 
told him to prepare for execution. While 
the death warrant was being read Williams 
was steady, and walked to the scaffold witha 
firm step. As he stood upon the fatal step he 
made a short address to those present. He 
thanked his friends for the activity that 
they had displayed on his . behalf, 
and assured them that he felt confident that 
Christ had pardoned him. His friends had 
asked the Sheriff_to delay matters as long as 
possible in order that no opportunity might 
be lost of securing a pardon from the Gov- 
ernor, but none came, andat 11:30 the drop 
fell. 

Williams’ body shot downward, and his 
neck was instantly broken, no signs of life 
being observed beyond a few spasmodic 
tremblings of the limbs, The drop was seven 
feet, and death wasinstantaneous. At 11: 
the physicians pronounced life to be extinct, 
and the body was cut down, lowered intoa 
coffin, and delivered to his friends.

THE CRIME.

HAUNTED BY CRIME. 


Judge Warder of Chattanooga Suicides 
on Lookout Mountain. 


FITTING SEQUEL TO THE FUGETTE 
TRAGEDY OF LAST JANUARY. 


Story of the of the Jurist’s Son-in- 
Law and the Wounding of His Wife— 
The Suicide’s History and Prominence 
in Tennessee—Officer Mobbed—Robbed 
On a Street Car—Other Crimes. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 15.—At an early 
hour this morning Judge J. A. Warder, at 
his summer home on Lookout Mountain, 
placed a pistol to his right temple and pulled 
the trigger, inflicting a ghastly wound, re- 
sulting in his death. 

In January last Judge Warder entered his 
homein an intoxicated condition and for 
some trivial reason began abusing his fam- 
ily. Mr. Simpson Fugette, son-in-law of the 
Judge, who was a prominent banker of Ohat · 
tanooga, hearing the loud talking in an 
adjoining room, at the solicitation of his 
wife they entered together. Mr. Fugette had 
hardly gotten in the door when Warder drew 
a revolver and began firing. Fugette 
returned the shot, but was killed by 
a second bullet from Warder’s 
pistol. Mrs. Fugette also received 
aslight wound. Warder was shot, and fora 
time it was thought fatally injured, but 
finally recovered. Judge Warder’s trial has 
been postponed from time to time on a plea 
of Uu health. Judge Warder, since the killing 
of his son-in-law, has never recovered his 

hysical or mental strength and was but the 

reck of his former self. The last act in the 
tragedy, which has wrecked the happiness 
of two families, was undoubtedly com- 
mitted while he was irresponsi- 
ble. Since the death of his son-in-law 
he has been attacked with melancholia and 
and his mind has been in a very unsettied 
condition. 

Since his release from confinement on ac- 
count of his wouud he has been re- 
siding on Lookout Mountain with his 
wife and mother. Yesterday, upon the ad- 

vice of his mother, he went to the city in 
order to be relieved of the monotony of rural 
life. By some unknown means he secured a 
pistol in Chattanooga. At midnight after say- 
ing his prayers in the presence 
of his mother and bidding her 
an affectionate good bye, he placed the re- 
volver at his temple and fired, the ball enter- 
ing his brain and causing death in about two 
hours. Mr. Warder, before the 
unfortunate tragedy in which he 
killed his son-in-law, was one 
of the most prominent politicians in the 
State. At one time he was mentioned as 
Republican nominee for Governor. He served 
for a time on the Supreme bench 
of the State. He was Attorney of the 
city ef Chattanooga up to last 
night when his resignation was accepted by 
the City Council. His zuleide has created a 
sensation throughout the State. 

At the time of the tragedy Mr. and Mrs. 
Fugette were married but two years. Mr. 
Fugette was about 2 years of age, popular 
and a successful business man. Mrs. Fugette 
is a very handsome woman.

CAMPBELL THE MAN. 
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Renominated for Governor of Ohio on 
the First Ballot. 
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THE CONVENTION DECLARES IN FAVOR 
OF FREE COINAGE 


And Advocates a Graded Income Tax— 
Minority Report on the Silver Question 
—How the Delegates Stood on the Issue 
—Bpeeches for Favorite Sons—Addrese 
of Alien W. Thurman. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 15.—One of the largest 
and at the same time most inharmonious 
conventions ever assembled inthe history 
of Ohio Democracy met in this city at 10:30 
o’clock this morning. The renomination of 
Gov. Campbell had been conceded by his 
Opponents since last evening, but their 
sturdy determination to refuse, afterfthe for- 
mal result shouldbe assured, the time 
honored courtesy of a unanimous nomina- 
tion wrought dismay in the hearts of all 
those who declare that ina united harmon!- 
ous Democracy rests the only hope. of 
Victory in the coming campaign. The vast 
Music Hall in which the convention was held 
was packed to its utmost long before the 
hour of meeting arrived, The decora- 
tions as is usual onsuch stirring occa- 
sions consisted largely of the American colors 
which draped pillars, galleries and boxes, 
and gave to the interior of the vast hall all 
the colors of the rainbow. Suspended above 
the stage and just over the Chairman’s head 
was a vast floral decoration bearing in letterg 
of violet: Greeting, Democrats of Ohio, 
Welcome to Oleveland!’’ Riectrie fans at 
each window, impelled bya far-off motive 
power, created a gentle breeze which was 
more than appreciated onthis sultry July 
day, and as if to awaken livelier gratitude 
the hospitable forest city served to its guests 
in huge tankards 600 gallons of flemonade 
during the convention. 

The band played a patriotic air, and the 
glee club of Columbus sang ‘‘The Welcome 
Meeting, after which Rev. J. W. Campbell 
of Cleveland invoked the divine blessing 
upon the labors of the convention.

LEBLOND PERMANENT CHAIRMAN. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported that ex-Congressman Frank Le- 
blond of Mercer County had been selected as 
the permanent chairman of the convention. 
The announcement was received with great 
applause and a committee was appointed to 
®scort Mr. Leblond to the chair. 

Chairman Leblond's speeeh was brief and 
tothe point. Hethanked the convention for 
the honor conferred and then proceeded to 
denounce the last Republican Congress for its 
bad legislation and its attempt to pass the 
. force bill and thereby perpetuate 

n power the par y which for a decade has 
been the representative of the monop- 
olies and the enemies of the people. 
It was greeted with much applause. 
Gen. Armstrong of Cleveland moved that the 
convention adopt the picture of a victorious 
rooster as the device to designate the Demo- 
cratic ticket, the recent ballot reform law re- 
quiring the selection of some device. I 
think,’’ said Gen. Armstrong, ‘‘that this 
convention should adopt as the emblem of 
the Democratic party of Ohio the old game- 
cock rooster. [Cheers and applause.] The 
Republicans will recognize that as our sym- 
bol, and every man who ever voted the 
Democratic ticket can put his mark under the 
rooster. {Laughter and applause.] The sug- 
gestion struck the convention favorably, and 
Gen. Armstrong’s motion was adopted by ac- 
clamation.

This was signed by eight members of the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

When the minority report had been read a 
discussion was demanded by its supporters; 
an effort to choke it off having fanled, Judge 
Gorman energetically contended that it was 
not the province of a Democratic convention 
to take up the fight of the silver Senators of 
Colorado and Nevada. By adopting a free 
coinage plank the Convention would put the 
seal of approval upon thelr issue ofa 
debased coinage by the Government. The 
Republican party should not be permitted to 
divert the Democracy from its true princi- 
ples, and the Democracy of Ohio could not 
afford to go intothe campaign with the views 
on the money question as enunciated in the 
majority report. Gen. Finley followed with 
an argument on the other side, 

The tedious task of calling the roll of 
counties was gone through, nearly one-half 
of the delegations being split, and in the re- 
sult the majority report was adopted by a 
vote of 899 to 300%. The antis refused to 
make the vote unanimous. 

MAKING NOMINATIONS. 

All things considered the business of the 
convention had been dispatched with com- 
mendable celerity and it was only 1:20 when 
nominations for Governor were declared in 
order. Ex-Congressman Follett was the first 
to gain the ear of the convention for the 
purpose of nominating Hon. Lawrence T. 
Neal of Chillicothe. His speech was charac- 
terized by considerable flre and energy. He 
said that he was there as a Democrat from 
Hamilton County and one of a class t hat had 
been characterized as thieves and bums. 
For the first time in his political career he 
had heard Hamilton County men hooted in 
aconvention. He had heard it said that the 
Democracy of Ohio could get along without 
Hamilton County. They could not do it. 
Whether in legislation or in State campaigns 
Hamilton County had always indicated the 
policy and the line upon the Democratic par- 
ty went forward in victory.

THE COUNCIL SOLID SEVEN. 


Probability of an Understanding Being 
Reached and Lindsay’s Name Going in 


atthe Next Meeting of the Council— ft 


Condemned for the Merchants’ Ter 
minal—Deepening the River’s Channel. 


The Council combine took a brace last night 
and made a very decided step toward the 
object it has had in view for some time past 
by rejecting the appointment of Michael 
Hester as Chief of the Fire Department, 

The meeting last night was notable for the 
temper shown by the Noonan Councilmen 
and the calm assurance of the combine. The 
Noonan men kicked and bucked and also laid 
aside that dignity which is considered as a 
general thing necessary in a parliamentary 
meeting. Messrs. Hoolan, Bensiek, James 
and Cullinane performed the feat which the 
Noonan push calls chewin' de rag. All of 
these members said things they did not 
mean and Mr. Bensiek tried to say what 
he did mean, but his speech was of such an 
incoherent nature that noone understood 
what he was saying. That the Noonanites 
were rattled was evident from the way they 
answered to their names on the roll call for 
ayesand noes. When they meant no they 
would say yes and when everybody in the 
hall laughed they hastily corrected them- 
selves. 

Hester’s name cameup inregular order 
as unfinished business and as none 
of the Noonan side would move 
to lay it over a vote was called and Hester 
was rejected. The only thing unexpected 
was that Mr. Arnstein voted for Hester. The 
vote was: 

For confirmation: Messrs. Arnstein, Ben- 
siek, Cullinane, Hoolan, James and Wehner

For rejection: Messrs. Anderson, Cole, 
Flesh, Horton, Meier, Sloan and President 
Walbridge—7. 8 

Then the combine struck its gait. After 
some regular business had been disposed of 
Mr. Walbridge called Mr. Arnstein to the 
chair and went out into the Secretary’s office, 
where he remained during the rest of the 
meeting. 

The Noonan side then made a disastrous 
attempt to force a report on the names in the 
Sanitazy Committee. These names are those 
of the appointees for the hospitals and insti- 
tutions, which the combine will not report 
until the Mayor concedes the two appoint- 
ments the combine wants. 

Mr. Bensiek moved that the committee be 
instructed to report at the next meeting. 

Mr. James, who was too interested to 
remain seated, seconded Mr. Bensiek’s 
motion in a very emphatic manner. Mr. 
Cole then moved to table Mr. Bensiek’s mo- 
tion, andin spite of the kicking of Mr. Cul- 
linane it was tabled. Mr. Hoolan with a 
pyrotechnic speech, made a motion that the 
committee be instructed to report at the next 
meeting Dut one, and again Mr. Cole put his 
motion on top of Mr. Hoolan’s and again the 
anti-combine motion was tabled. The anti- 
combine crowd got excited and made a motion 
that the committee be instructed to report the 
name of Dr. Marks. Mr. Sloan wanted the 
motion ruled out, but Mr. Arnstein held it 
was in order. Then Mr. Sloan asked his op- 
ponents if they intended to go right down 
the list, and they said they did. Then Mr. 
Cole rose up in his corner and in a very quiet 
and deliberate tone said: ‘‘Mr. President, I 
move we adjourn.’’

A court should never seek for grounds upon 
which to build a reason for destroying a law, 
but should endeavor to look for reasons 
which would permit him to uphold the act. 

Taking up the first point raised by the de- 
fense as to the title of the act, Mr. Noland de- 
clared the rule to be that it a title to an act 
fairly states the general subject covered by 
the act it is sufficient ; mere matters of detail 
need not be stated in the title. This rule had 
been laid down in 42 Mo., 588, and followed in 
a large number of cases, the last expression 
being found in 100 Mo., 445. The subject of 
this a ct is the prohibition of pool selling and 
book-making in certain ways and upon certain 
events. The mannerin which these results 
were to be brought about need not be stated 
in théesitle. 

PROHIBITING AND REGULATING. 

The defense, Mr. Noland said, contended 
for a narrow and restricted definition of the 
words ‘‘prohibit’’ and ‘‘regulate.’’ 

**Prohibit,’’ according to the State’s Con- 
stitution, meant to forbid orto hinder either 
entirely or partially. 

**Regulate’’ meant to permit and make 
— for the government under such permis- 
sion, ; 

In other words, he said regulation applied 
to those acts expressly permitted and for 
whose government rules were made. 

On the other hand the defense claimed that 
the word‘‘prohibit’’ meant entire inhibition, 
that an act could not be forbid or hindered 
except to the extent of entire prevention, 
— that anything short of this was ‘‘regula- 

on. 

This, Mr. Noland said, was in direct con- 
flict with the definition of the word ‘‘regu- 
late. as given in the cases of State vs. 
Clark (54 Mo., 17) and State vs. De Bar (58 
Mo., 395), and was in conflict with the defini- 
tion ofthe word ‘‘prohibit,’’ as given in 
Miller vs. Jones (80 Ala., 96) and in re Hauck 
(38 N. W. Rep., 269). 

The absurdity of the defendant’s position 
lies in the fact that he is asking this court to 
discharge him and destroy a law because 
that law is not as strict as he thinks it ought 
to be—that the business of bookmaking and 
pool selling is not to be disturbed at all, un- 
less the Legislature entirely prohibits it. 

EVEN STATE POOL-SELLING DOUBTFUL. 

In concluding his argument on this point 
Mr. Noland said there was not a line in the 
act which permitted the sale of pools and 
bookmaking on events occurring within this 
State—the law was silent as to that. But 
every provision inthe bill related to the en- 
tire prohibition of pool-selling and book- 
making upon certain events and with certain 
persons. Every provision was prohibitive 
and they were all germane to the title and 
the title generally expressed them. 

Our Supreme Court sustained an act en- 
titled An Act to Protect Married Women.’’ 
It did not state whether the protection was 
to extend to their property or their lives. 

To strike down this act, by which the Legis- 
lature endeavors to break up the pool-rooms, 
and permit these rooms to run perfectly free 
and open on the narrow and restricted defini- 
tion of the word ‘‘prohibit’’ will be a great 
wrong. 

IMMORALITY OF BOOKMAKING. 

On the second point raised by the defense, 
that the act violated the bill of rights, he 
read from State vs. Addington, 12 Mo., App., 
A7 and 219, which he claimed was directly 
in point against defendant. As to the ques- 
tion of the act being an unwise exercise of 
the police power, he read from the case de- 
ciding the social evil law, in which the Su- 
preme Court said that with the expediency, 
propriety or wisdom of a legislative enact- 
ment courts have nothing to do. 

The next speaker was T. B. Harvey for the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Harvey’s speech closed the case for the 
State, as Gov. Chas. P. Johnson preferred to 
reserve his argument for the Supreme 
Court when the case goes there.

Brutal Assault on a Young Colored Girl 
—A Suburban Fire. 


Lizzie Lloyd, a buxom colored girl, aged 17

They were turned over to the county 
officials and the Lloyd girl swore out a war-

4 LIVELY OPENING SESSION AT THE 
LINDELL THIS MORNING. 


Members Try to Quality Before the Cirouit 
Clerk and Fail—A Resolution to Create 
a State Examining Board Opposed by 
Opponents of the Three Years’ Term— 
Other Matters Considered. 


The regular meeting of the State Board of 
Halth following.the special meeting held in 
Jefferson City May 28 last, was called to order 
in Parlor 22 of the Lindell Hotei at 10 o’clock 
this morniug, President Merrill in the chair. 
The members present were Drs. Mer- 
rill, Goben, Griffiths, Hall, Mr. 
Harmon and the Secretary, Dr. Homan, 
leaving only one member of the board, Dr. 
Atkinson, absent. The latter appeared, how- 
ever, shortly afterthe proceedings opened. 
The first half hour of the meeting was de- 
voted to the transaction of routine business. 

The much agitated question of the three 
years’ collegiate course for all medical col- 
leges in this State was the most important 
business to come before the forenoon meeting. 
It had caused a somewhat sensational break- 
up of the special meeting in Jefferson City, 
and it was felt that when the motion to make 
a three-years’ term obligatory on all colleges 
in good standing in the State was made the 
**three-years’ war!“ would again break out. 
The opponents of the change of term were 
Drs. Atkinson and Goben, who left the Jeffer- 
son City meeting before adjournment and 
prevented a vote on the motion at that time. 

THE FIGHT BEGINS EARLY. 

The reading of the minutes of that meeting 
this morning, however, precipitated the 
controversy before the time expected. Sec- 
retary Homan in the minutes dwelt with 
considerable stress upon the fact of Drs. 
Atkinson and Goben having left the Jefferson 
City meeting before its adjournment. This 
was objected to on the ground 
that it placed the onus of break- 
ing up that meeting of those gentlemen, 
when the fact was that Dr. Hall had also left 
before the two named. All the departures 
had been made while a motion to adjourn 
was pending, and the motion was never put 
toa vote. A motion amended to postpone 
action on the three years’ term question to 
the Juiy meeting had been pending, and was 
withdrawn, but no mention appeared in the 
minutes. Objection was made to the minutes 
ofthe Jefferson City meeting on these 
grounds. 

Dr. Atkinson then again raised the point 
brought up at the Jefferson City meeting, 
that several members of the board had never 
qualified in office, and were therefore not 
entitled to act in the board at present. The 
lack of qualification consisted in members 
not having been sworn in on their commis- 
sions, as required by law. Dr. Goben de- 
manded for himself, Dr. Griffith and Mr. 
Harmon, that this question should be settled 
before the board transacted further 
business. Dr. Homan stated that those gen- 
tlemen were qualified on their old commis- 
sions, no successors having been appointed, 
and moved that the board accept such quali- 
fication until Mr. Leverett Bell could render 
an opinion on the point this afternoon. This 
motion was afterwards withdrawn and a 
motion that the unqualified members go do- 
fore the Circuit Clerk of the city and be 
sworn in was made by Dr. Atkinson 
and carried. It was then voted 
that the minutes of the Jefferson City meet- 
ing be so corrected as to relieve Drs. Atkin- 
son and Goben of the implied charge of hav- 
ing broken up that meeting in order to avoid 
a vote on the three years’ term question. 

AN EFFORT TO QUALIFY. 

A recess of thirty minutes was then taken 
to allow the unqualified members to visit the 
Court-house and be sworn in by the Circuit 
Clerk. This was in preparation for what it 
was felt would bea final and decisive strug- 
gle over the three years’ term issue, and the 
time of the recess was spent in discussing the 
probabie outcome of the fight. 

A shag was encountered at the Circuit 
Clerk’s office, however, that official declin- 
ing to swear in Dr. Griffith and Mr. Harmon 
because they could not produce their com- 
missions as membersof the State Board of 
Health. it was then argued that those two 
members could be empowered to take part 
in the meeting by a vote of the board, anda 
vote to that effect was taken, resulting in the 
members being seated. Secretary Homan 
then read his official report to the board. 
Touching upon the three years’ term ques- 
tion the report reads as follows:

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READY TO FORGIVE, 


Maud Estabrook’s Relatives Are Anx- 
ious to Find Her. 


STORY OF A LONDON GIRL WHO CAME 
TO ST, LOUIS, 


She Left France With a Lover, Who 
Jumped From the Steamer—-A War- 
rant Issued Against Henry Kroner for 
Criminal Assault on Emma Weinbauer 
—Abandoned by Her Husband, 


August Huth of 901 South Ninth street to- 
day furnished information to the police 
which he thinks will. result in the restora- 
tion of a young lady to her family, from 
whom, it appears, she has long been sep- 
arated. The story has a decidedly 
romantic color. A short time ago a 
London detective, in company with 
a young man named Estabrook from Leeds, 
England, visited New York, Boston and other 
Eastern cities, trying to locate the where- 
abouts of Miss Maud Estabrook, who dis- 
appeared from her home in Leeds nearly a 
year ago. They learned in their investi- 
gation that she had been East, but 
left some time ago. They stated that 
they had been seeking her a long time and 
proposed to keep upthe search until they 
had her restored to her relatives. The young 
lady, it appears, isthe daughter of Thomas 
F. Estabrook, deceased. He was a wealthy 
Leeds merchant, and at his death left 
a big estate, of*¢which the miss- 
ing daughter came in for a 
liberal portion. In the latter part of last 
year, as the story goes, she left her home in 
Leeds and went to Vienna, where an intimacy 
soon ripened between her and Arthur Van 
Wort, an attache ofthe English legation in 
the Austrian capital. They went 
to France, it seems, and sailed 
from Bordeaux for the United States. 
On the way across the Atlantic, Van Wort 
suicided by jumping overboard. The young 
lady supported herself for awhile giving mu- 
sic lessons, and later on it seems got ac- 
quainted with a traveling salesman from 
Portland, Me. They finally separated in 
Boston, where she was left penniless. 
She then came to St. Louis 
and according to Hath’s statement 
found employment in a Broadway dry goods 
establishment under the name of Jane 
Leech. she worked there up toa few weeks 
ago, when she left for Chicago. Huth says 
that he got acquainted with heratthe dry 
goods store and that she told him 
of her experiences shortly before 
she concluded to go to Chicago. She is now, 
it appears, living with a Mrs. Irene L. Worth- 
ington at 18 Marion place in that city. Huth 
told the police that he had heard of the in- 
quiries made by the London detectives and 
the young dady’s brother in Boston,

He 
insists that there is no doubt whatever that 
the young lady he met at the Broadway dry 
goods store wasno other than the missing 
Miss Estabrook. 

The Boston police have been notified, and it 
is expected that the young lady will soon 
meet her brother and start back to England 
to the home she left a year ago.

He worked in 
the same store and says he was satisfied the 
first time he saw her that she was not accus-

In the WoRLD ot last Sanday isa re- 
markable article on the persecution of the 
Jews in Russia, which goes into detail 


well calculated to make the whole civilized | 


‘world ahudder with horror. 

The medieval persecutions of the Jewish 
race cannot be justified or excused and they 
merit the severest reprobation of history. 
But they can be explained by the universal 
ignorance which prevailed and which led 
men into errors which malice would not 
have suggested. The Russian monarch, 
however, has not even the poor plea of ig- 
norance to save himself from theexecration 
of humanity. There is no insurmountable 
barrier between him and the spirit of hu- 
manity which is redeeming the world. If 
he does not feel the influence of this spirit 
it is because he is hopelessly given over to 
savagery and he does not deserve any more 
consideration than that granted a savage 
chieftain. He has put himself outside the 
pale of civilization and after the reve- 
lations following those of Mr, KENNAN on 
Russian prison atrocities there can be no 
longer any doubt of the barbarism of the 
Russian despotism. 

It has been one of the most inexplicable 
puzzles to thinking men that so many 
Americans have for so long retained 
the warm feelings towards the Russian 
Government justly aroused by its friendly 
attitude during the civil war and by the 
liberal measures adopted by ALEXANDER 
II. in the earlier years of his reign. This 
friendliness crops out at every rumor of 
war between England and Russia and 
seems to be acorollary of the hostility to 
Great Britain which is so sedulously culti- 
vated by acertain class of demagogues. But 
it should be remembered that in forfeit- 
ing the respect of Christendom the Russian 
Government has forfeited the friendship 
of the United States. No past service can 
possibly justify a continuance of partiality 
towards a savage despot. The American 
press and people ought to be a unit in con- 
demning the atrocities of the Jewish perse- 
cution and on securing the requisite 
formal proof this Government would do 
well to make known tothe Czar the senti- 
ments of the American people. Our Gov- 
ernment has made many precedents during 


the hundred years of its existence, and if, 


no precedents exist which exactly cover 
this case it would be justified in making 
one. 


OUR MUNICIPAL REFRIGERATOR. 

This summer’s experience should con- 
vince the most skeptical that the St. Louis 
hot spell which was paraded all over the 
country as a grewsome bugaboo from the 
lower regions, breathing forked flames and 
scattering red hot misery, is a thing of the 
past.

Evasion, 
denial and misstatement ate very soft things 
in conversation, but they have a look of ras- 
cality when they are printed by clear, sharp- 
edged types.

Its history is clouded, too. In 1856 half of it 
was owned by Robert Washand Clay Taylor, 
who sold it to R. H. Obear or Ober, who 
sold it to Ek. G. Obear. Then George M. 
Fisher got an execution against R. G. Obear 
and Joseph Davis bought the lot when the 
Sheriff sold it from Obear. Joseph Davis 


passed it to Theodore Davis, his 
son. But in 188 the lot suddenly 
appeared on the Assessor’s books with 


Charles E. Gitchell paying taxeson it, and 
neither the Davises nor the Obers nor Obears 
seemed, according to the tax lists, to have 
any interest in it. May. 7, 1683, a deed wag 
filed in the Recorder's office from R. H. Ober 
and his wife, then living in Bunker Hill, III., 
to Gitchell, quitclaiming all interest 
in the lot for $50. It seemed 
that Mr. Gitchell, pursuing his method, had 
got possession of the lot and was holding it 
against all comers,’’ ag he says, by hunt- 
ing up those who had shadows of title, and 
buying them out. In 1888, Gitchell deeded 
the lot to James V. Munford, but in 1890 


he got a quitclaim deed from E. G. 
Obear to it. When the Olive 
street road running the lot 


was vacated, half of it, 86 feet 6 inches, were 
added to the lot, doubling its value and then 
Gitchell,it seems, thought ihe had better look 
up the Davis end of the title, and buy them 
out. He says he spent some time looking for 
them and sent Andy Brown after Theodore 
Davis only after he had searched in vain. 
This is singular as both the Davises have 
places of business, and their namesjandjhome 
addresses are in the directory.

cate as to its ownership, and at the title ab- 
stract office of Henry W. Williams it was 
said that it would be fully a Gay’s work to 
trace the titie.

committee. 

The ition of Treasurer of the committee, 
‘which was held by Capt. Brown, wag given 
to Mr. Finks, and Chairman Mamtt stated 
that he had had a talk with the adminisgtra- 
tor of Capt. Brown’s estate, and that the 
amount he had forthe committee was in the 
neighborhood of $1,500. The money was in 
the Merchants’ National Bank of this city, 
and would be turned over to Mr. Finks this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Jasper Burke put in an appearance 
soon after his election and took his seat in 
the committee. 

The committee was in session until after 1 
o’clock this afternoon, and most of the time 
was taken up in drawing up the resolutions 
of regret on the death of Capt. 
Brown and discussing plans for the 
Campaign next year. Mayor Noonan made 
quite a speech on the prospects of the party 
in 1892, which he considered very encourag- 
ing. Mostof the other gentlemen present, 
including the Secretary of State, followed 
the Mayor, and everybody seemed 
very hopeful. The committee decided 
to open the campaign early next spring and 
to utilize the time until then in preparing 
Campaign literature indorsed by the 
last National Democratic platform or 
based on the last National Democratic 
convention.

Isupposed that I had cleaned up ev- 
erything on July 1 ready for my trip, when at 
the last moment the Ulness in my family pre- 
vented my departure, and between that date 
and nowinmy office I have never had so 
much or such exacting work within the same 
period which apparently no one else can do. 
The matters apparently could not be post- 
poned. They had to be acted upon, and very 
serious embarrassments would have resulted 
if they had not been acted upon. Now who 
does such solutions, or are they done at all, 
when the mathematician is off on his vaca- 
tion? * 

ABOUT BRAIN WORKERS. 

But how can the mathematician figure 
out the time?’’ Mr. Depew. 

He can’t. I have discovered that there is 
apeculiarity about brain workers which 
demonstrates a difference between the brain 
and the muscular system. At the end of ten 
months, the conscientious brain worker, who 
has pushed his mind to the full extent it can 
go, and has trenched also somewhat on sleep 
and largely on rest, recreation and exercise, 
will discover that thereis an unaccustomed 
friction in his head piece; that easy things 
are done with difficulty, and while his judg- 
ment is as good as ever, he has not the same 
confidence, nor is he satisfied with what he 
does. If he takes a complete change of scene, 
occupation, atmosphere and environment, 
when he returns he will discover, to his sur- 
prise, that matters which he worried over in 
the day and lay awake about over night, are 
turned out in an hour to his own satisfaction 
and that of everybody interested. His ability 
for smoothly and good-naturedly accom- 
plishing any task that he sets for himself is 
practically unlimited. That has been my ex- 
perience for ten years and, in fact, the expe- 
rience of hundreds of others whom I have 
known. A man either breaks down or wears 
out noiselessly and imperceptibly in every 
direction, like the one-horse shay. It largely 
lies with the brain-worker what he shall 


Go. 
WHAT HE WILL bon EUROPE. 

Mr. Depew was asked what he would do on 
the sea and while in Europe. 

‘‘lexpecttosieep about eighteen hours a 
day of the next seven onthe ocean; then 
plunge into the London swim ; not to take the 
tourist’s view of things, but to see and study 
people. Forthis sort of occupation London 
is the greatest university in the world, Most 
of the famous men of Europe, Asia and 
Africa, in every department of life, will be 
run across there in the course of a few weeks. 
It gives an American an unusual opportunity 
of ascertaining whether it isa positive or 
relative standard of greatness, so far as the 
famous men of his country are concerned, 
and those much written and talked about 
celebrities whose names are constantly ap- 
pearing in the dispatches cabled from Eu- 
rope. * 

A Mr. Depew continued to talk the tired 
expression of his face relaxed and it was ap- 
parent that he anticipated a good deal of 
pleasure while away. 

‘‘Tintend to get all the fun that is availa- 
ble out of the situation,’’ and one of his 
characteristic smiles spread over his face, 
‘tof the sort which keeps the wheels of one’s 
own life well ofled as he spins down the 
course of time, and without injuring the 
parties who are subjects of amusement and 
who contribute to the gaiety of the occa- 
gion.

LEAGUE AVERAGES. 


How the Clubs Compare in Batting and 
Fielding. 


PLAYERS WHO EXCEL IN VARIOUS POINTS 
OF THE GAME. 


Prospects for College Rowing Next Season 
~The Browns Win Easily at Washing- 
ton—Boston Also Victorious—“‘Bug’’ 
Holliday Tired of Cincinnati—Racing 
on Various Tracks—Sporting News. 


The League averages up to July 12 are here 
given: The New York Club leads in batting 
with .274, and is followed by Oleveland, .266; 
Brooklyn, . 281, and Philadelphia, .252. Chi- 
cago is fifth, with .250; Cincinnati is last with 
282. The Chicago Club has earned the most 
runs, 187, which goes to show that the other 
seven clubs play their stiffest game against 
the colts, and that they make the 
**Old Man’s’’ team earn every- 
thing it gets, New York is 
second in earned runs with 172, Boston is 
third with 165, and Cleveland and Brooklyn 
have 161 each. Palmer O’Neill’s aggregation 
is last with 128. The Chicago club leads the 
fielding with an average of .938, Cincinnati 
and New York are second with .936, Boston 
third with .934, Philadelphia fifth with .933, 
Oleveland sixth with .925, Brooklyn seventh 
with .919, and Pittsburg last with .914. In 
base running Brooklyn is first with 141, Cleve- 
land is second with 109, Cincinnati third with 
106, New York fourth with 101, Chicago fifth 
with 99, Philadelphia and Boston tied with 98, 
and Pittsburg last with 94. 

Amos Rusie of the New York Giants leads 
the League twirlers, Tony Mullane second 
and Young of the Clevelands third. Bobby 
Caruthers is thirteenth and Oharley King is 
tied with Kid Nichols of the Beaneaters for 
tenth place. Hutchinson, the Chicago star, 
leads in the number of games pitched and in 
the general average stands seventh. Old 
Hoss Radbourne who takes considerable of 
Cincinnati’s profits every month, brings up 
inthe rear of the procession. Timothy J. 
Keefe, another high-salaried man, has not 
officiated in enough games to allow his name 
in the list. John Clarkson, Boston’s record 
man, is alsoaway down, being seventeenth. 

In batting Tiernan leads with .349, Hamil- 
ton is second with .341, Davis is third with 
332, Holliday fourth with .821, Carruthers 
fifth with .320, Beckley sixth with .817, Clem- 
ents seventh with .312,and Anson eighth 
with .310. When the season opened a lot of 
youngsters jumped in and batted magnifi- 
cently until the pitchers of the League learned 
their weaknesses. They are gradually going 
tothe rear, while veterans like Anson are 
comingto the front. Amonth ago Dahlen 
led the Captain of the Chicagos, but he ranks 
now about 28 behind him. Davis, who is 
third, leads in first base hits, having 91 cred- 
ited to him. Heiscomparatively a new man, 
and was unheard of until this season, 
when he appeared in center field for 
the Cleveland Spiders. His fielding has 
been of the star order, and he is said 
to be one of the safest throwers from the 
outfield now playing ball in the League. 
Big Roger Connor is sixteenth and Peter 
Browning stands right below. Thompson, 
the famous Detroit slugger who is now cover- 
ing right field for Harry Wright’s Quakers, is 
twenty-fifth, while Arlie Latham is tied with 
Delehanty for forty-first place. Third-base- 
man Shindle, who formerly wasa member of 
Billie Barnie’s Orioles anda heavy hitter, is 
down in the seventies.Shindle is now a mem- 
ber of the Philadelphia aggregation. 

Clements of the Philadelphias leads the 
catchers, Buckley ofNew York second, and 
Bennett of Boston third. Riley of Cincinnati 
leads the first basemen, McPhee of the same 
club the second basemen and Bissett of the 
New Yorks the third basemen. Glasscock of 
the New Yorks stands at the head of the short 
stops. McAleer of the Clevelands tops the 
left fielders, Griffin of the Brooklyns, an old 
Association man, stands at the head of the 
center flelders,and Thompson of the Philadel- 
phias leads the right flelders. 

SPALDING’S BASE BALL ENTERPRISE. 

J. Walter Spalding recently bought out the 
stock of Messrs. E. A. McAlpin and E. B. 
Talcott, which gives him the controlling in- 
terest in the New York League team. J. 
Walter is undoubtedly representing Bro. 
Al“ in the transaction, as the latter is gen- 
erally understood to be the head and front of 
the Spalding interests. By this move he se- 
cures control of three of the League teams 
besides a considerable share in Cincinnati, as 
it is known that the Cincinnati League aggre- 
gation is supported by the League as an 
organization. President Brush is manager 
at a yearly salary. Spalding has been in 
control of the Pittsburg club for some time. 
He was the prime mover in the scheme which 
resulted in the overthrow of President W. G. 
Nimick and Director J. P. O’Neil, who rep- 
resented the Chicago magnate, was put in 
control of affairs at a salary of $1,200 per 
annum anda share in the profits. Every- 
thing he has done has been ordered 
by Spalding, 80 that the latter 
18 responsible for the present state 
of affairs in Pittsburg. Notwithstanding 
the amount of money Spalding has put in the 
club, it is not paying expenses, and the 
League Olub in Cincinnati is also losing 
money continually, so that it will take all he 
can make in Chicago to keep him even. The 
New York club is making money, but Brock 
lyn is losing, and in Boston President Prince 
and his association team are making heavy in- 
roads in the League Club’s patronage. Chica- 
go is paying well, but Cleveland never did 
make much, and this year ig no exception.
